Becomes Acute

While reports of an acute cement shortage in some sections of Illi- 


nois continue to mount, a spokesman for Medusa Cement plant hi Dixon 
today said that Dixon is continuing to receive quick delivery on cement 
order*. 


Dixon wholesale cement buyers 


usualiyrreceive one-dayjJelivery pn 
orders, but in other portions of the 
state companies are buying im- 
ported cement at premium prices. 


The Associated Press reports one 


major oil company received two 
railroad cars of imported German 
cement this month for construction 
in the Centralia oilfield. 


Import Cheaper 


The estimated cost of the im- 


x>rted cement is fl.85 a bag, about 
Si more than the price of the do- 
mestic variety. 


In Carbondale. there wasn't a 


bag of cement for sale today and 
one lumber supply company oper- 
ator said his supplier was unable 
o say when a shipment might be 
expected. 


Tear-around construction 
proj- 


ects and increased use of cement 
are considered to be the causes of 
he shortage. 


Winter orders have been large 


enough to prevent cement produc- 
ers from accumulating adequate 
eserves. The Medusa spokesman 
aid the Dixon plant had one-third 
ess in inventory than it should 
lave had last spring to accommo- 
,ate summer orders. He said small 
ustomers have been unable to get 
.elivery as they did in the past.

department statistics. 


This intersection has been the 


nite~of 11 auto mishaps, including 
four that involved mbre than J100 
damage, during the first nine 
months of 1955. 


It IB also interesting to note 


that 76 auto crashes have oc- 
curred on Galena Avenue — 
•nearly 35 per cent of the total 
number of accidents that have 
occurred thus far in the entire 
city. 


These facts were discovered Fri- 


day during an inspection of the 
large street map of Dixon that is 
hanging on the south wall in the 
police station. 


The purpoae of the map is to aid 


the police department in pin- 
pointing the intersections that wUl 
need closer surveillance in the 
future, according to Chief of Po- 
lice Earl Kelchner. 


The accidents are marked by 


pins with colored heads. A black- 
headed pin designates an accident 
involving damage over $100 while 
a pink-headed pin labels a minor 
mishap. 


Hit-and-run 
collisions 
are 


marked with a white headed pin. 
An auto-pedestrian mishap is re- 
corded by a. white headed pin 
with the letter f printed on it.

An observer,can readily see that 


a cluster of pins at or near a par- 
ticular intersection automatically 
epells danger for the motorists and 
the pedestrians. 


The 76 accidents on Galena Ave- 


nue include 32 that involved darn- 
age over ?100, five hit-and-run and 
one auto-pedestrian mishap. Three 
crashes have actually occurred on 
the bridge itself. 


J« early two-thirds of these ac- 


-cidente on Galena Avenue have 
occurred between the bridge and 
Third Street — or right in the 
downtown business district. 
In contrast, only 38 auto crashes 


have occurred so far this year on 
Peoria Avenue. These mishaps in- 
clude 13 that involved over $100 
damage, six hit-and-run and one 
auto-pedestrian. Three 
collisions 


' have also occurred on the Peoria 
Avenue bridge. 


In fact the top five most dan- 


' gerous intersections in the city 


involve Galena Avenue. This in- 
cludes the River Street crossing. 


Three of these crossings have- 


recorded eight accidents each. 
They are: Everett Street with 
five mishaps involving damage 
over S100 and one hit-and-run: 
First Street with three accidents 
over $100; and Commercial Alley 
with one major crash and two 
hit-and-run mishaps.

American civilians in China and 
Chinese citizens in the United 
States.

Protect Your House 
From Wind Damage 
Make Minor 
Repairs in 
Advance 


By MR. FIX 


Hurricanes Connie and Diane, «rf 


recent infamy, directed their «.t 
tention at coastal areas only, 
hurricanes are wont to do. How 
ever, year after year windstorms 
of lesser velocity strike both inlani 
and coastal regions with fine im 
partiality, piling up imposing lisu 
of minor damages. 


Damages that are "minor" to 


headline writers can be prettj 
major to individual homeowners 
Were a full-blown storm to dis- 
lodge a few shingles on your roof 


' for instance, rain pouring into the 


attic would cause untold damag< 
to walls, ceiling and furnishings 
It wouldn't make headlines, bu 
what a headache! 


Yet it's the relatively minor 


losses like these that, added up 
account for most of the dollar loss 
in windstorms. A few precaution 
ary measures could prevent, or a 
least reduce, a substantial part of 
this property loss. 


Fasten Shingles 


For one thing, be sure that roo 


shingles are 
securely 
fastened 


down. 
If yours is an asphaV 


shingle roof (85 per cent of the 
roofs in this country are asphal 
shingle) then stick down the tab 
ends of each shingle unit with 
asphalt tab cement. You can buj 
it at building materials stores. 


Put a small amount of cement 


under each tab and press down 
Don't apply it on a hot day, as 
the cement may get too gooey to 
handle. If you have one of the 
new white or pastel roofs be 
careful not to apply too much 
cement and not to put it too near 
the bottom edge of the tabs. Oth- 
erwise, it may run down and 
stain the 'shingles. 


Roof 
leaks, too, should 'be 


checked before the next blustery, 
rainy season. Leaks that appear 
to be small now can really cause 
trouble in severe storms. Also, 
have torn,, or loose flashing re- 
paired, 
clean out gutters and 


downspouts, and be sure they 
are firmly affixed to the house. 


Fix Chimney 


If the mortar in your chimney 


is bad, or i? it needs new flash- 
ing, have it repaired by a mason. 
Chimney damage is high on the 
list of windstorm losses. 
" Insurance people point out that 
house maintenance of this type is 
particularly 
important when it 


comes to saving money on wind- 
storm damage, as a great many 
insurance policies have a $50 de- 
ductible clause (this means that 
the homeowner pays for the first 
$50 damage; deductible clauses 
enable insurance companies 
to 


offer much more reasonable rates

Peron's Politics 


."Interpreting' Argentine politics would seem to be no job 


for a novice. But President Juan Pcron's latest moves have 
put the burden upon us once more. 


After the revolt of this June 16, the experts said Peron 


probably was weakened for the long pull, but would be 
stronger in the immediate, future. It hasn't worked out quite 
that way. 


In the intervening weeks, his power relative to that of 


the army leaderr^who pulled ,his chestnuts out of the fire 
has, appeared, insufficient.- The Catholics, -against whom 
he was beginning to move forcefully at the time of the re- 
volt, have steadily harassed him with hostile demonstrations. 


Now. however, he has been emboldened to try to fasten 


again -a tight grip on his country. 
His performance was 


staged with the customary Peron flair for the dramatic.

He announced his willingness to resign his office in the 


manner of the humble public servant who does not wish to 
stay if he is not wanted. But the offer was a complete 
phonv. 


It was the signal for his favorite shills, the workers of 


the Peronist General Confederation of Labor, to assemble 
in a cheering mass beneath his Casa Rosada window in Bue- 
nos Ajres and reject the offer. Having thus heard the call 
to 'duty from the "shirtless ones," why, of course, Peron 
could not possibly yield his office. 


. The outpouring of the Peron workers had 'a broader 


meaning. They are the symbol and a good share of the sub- 
stance: of his power. They are usually available for duty as 
a .cheering section, a marauding mob, or a comfortable block 
of votes. 


In. the days since June 16 they have been lying low sug- 


gesting that Peron dared not inflame army leaders by em- 
ploying them. Their reappearance indicate* fresh confidence 
on Peron's part.

This is not all, of course. Peron has delivered a violent 


speech against his enemies. And be has won from the Ar- 
gentine Chamber of Deputies the power to clamp martial law 
on Buenos Aires. 


This authority gives him the righjt to suspend civil lib- 


erties for »o long as he should deem necessary For instance 
a- man captured- in a criminal act may be shot without trial ' 


There can be no doubt that Peron is in a stronger posi- 


tion than he was a short time ago. But the history of the 
postrevolt period can hardly be reassuring to him. Basically 
he looks shakier than the experts believed he would be at thia 
stage.

In the more 
hronic cases (which are mote fre- 
uent) there is little or no itching. 
Those portions of the skin which 


have been involved for a ion? time 
generally become coveted with a 
thick srale. If this scale is scraped 
off. tiny points of bleeding appear 
undernea'h. 


rNFORTrNATELY. the cause of 


psonasis. l.ke so rnanv other di- 


The condition frequently comes 
several members of the same fam- 
ily. 


Also, psoriasis is frequently as- 


sociated with a certain kind of 
artnritis, though just what the 
connection is when they do occur 
together is a matter of difference 
of opinion. 


People between 10 and 30 years 


age are the most likely to be 


attacked. The cause is almost cer- 
tainly not an infection. There is 
also a tendency for the skin lesions 
of psonasis to come and go over a 
period of time. 


TREATMENTS are be- 


ing used for psonasis. Most of them 
bring about good results, at least 
for a time. 


However, it is all too common 


for people with psoriasis to get 
better temporarily after tteatment 
and then to get worse again, and if 
.he same'treatment is tried again, 
they may not respond at all. 


Researcn on psoriasis is contin- 


uous and sooner or later it seems 
likely that a good new treatment 
for it will be discovered.

lamps No remains of sleds have 


been found, little pottery and 
little of the marine hunting gear 
—such as the harpoon—generally 


associated with present-day Es- 
kimos. 


The most prized possessions of 


these early Alaskans were buried 
with them: flint tools, needles 
and other objects. Many of these 
were so different from Eskimo 
things that the Eskimos inhabit- 
ing the region didn't know what 
they were. 


Ivory animal carvings were 


uncovered 
There were also 


many spiral-shaped c a r v i n g s 
which the natives likened to a 
pretzel-type biscuit which Eski- 
mos eat. 


The Eskimo* came from Asia 


and have been here at least 2000 
jears. Where did the Ipmtaks 
come from? 
Presumably these 


mysterious people migrated to 
Alaska from farther south, per- 
haps across the Bering Sea or 
Arctic Ocean or, more unlikely, 
from somewhere on our own 
Pacific coast.

notes, instead of money 


The brothers disappeared soon 


afterward without having paid 
anything on their notes Then, to 
make matters worse, Berry died 
Abe was left %vith the whole debt, 
and with nothing to show for it 


He went to his creditors and 


told them that ne would save all 
the money he could bejond the 
bare expenses of living, and 
would pay everjtnmg 


It took him almost 18 jears to 


do U, and during that time he 
paid about S300 in interest There 
vias so much to pay that he JOK- 
ingly called it "Tne \ational 
Debt" But he paid 't all 


He could have declared bank- 


ruptcy, but he refused to do so 
It was an honest debt, he said, 
and an honest man would pay it.

office 
Postal officials did not 


come around \ ery often to exam- 
ine accounts and collect money, 
but one finally came. 


As Lincoln was still in town, 


he presented a bill for $17 Abe 


i took him to a small trunk and 
opened its lid. He took out a

"I've had it here waiting," he 


told the official 
"I never use 


anybody's money but my own"

the Yalu River "as 
MacArthur 


said they could" instead of halting 
at the 38th Parallel. 


"MacArthur never was ordered 


to stop at the 38th Parallel," Tru- 
man reported. "There were a mil 
lion and a half Chinese between 
him and the Yalu River and he 
couldn't get through them." 


A MacArthur aide in New York' 


said there would be no immediate 
comment from the general on Tru- 
man's remarks.
